His wife, who is almost dis- 
tracted, knows of no reason for his 
leaving. The couple had been get- 
ting along well together: and there 
was no intimation by Webb that he 
had any intention of leaving.

today. 


Dasco is accused of being the mys- 


terious gunman who terrorized the 
Wheeling steel mill yards here for 
six months. His case is expected to 
reach the jury some time-late to- 


,\day. 


Testimony Conflicts 


Seven witnesses called by the de- 


fense all testified to Dasco's "quiet 
and well behaved" manner. As to 
the gun and cartridges taken from 
him at the time of the arrest, Das- 
co testified he bought the gun for 
his own "protection", and denied 
having shot .the weapon at any 
time. 


J. W. Johnson, star state witness, 


testified he was certain Dasco was 
the man he saw running from the 
mill yard the night Kochendarfer 
and William Messer were shot down 
at the plant entrance. 
His testi- 


mony was unpierced by cross-ex- 
amination.

Mysterious disappearance of Con- 


stable John H. Webb, of North Bea- 
ver township resulted this morning 
in the appointment of W. Howard 
Gilmore to fill his place. 
The ap- 
pointment was made by Judge Jas. 
A. Chambers upon a petition pre- 
sented by North Beaver township 
voters, setting forth that Constable 
Webb has been missing for the past 
six months. 


Webb is a married man with one 


child. According to North Beaver 
township citizens he has disappear- 
ed as. mysteriously as though the 
earth had opened and swallowed 
him up. His wife, who is almost dis- 
tracted; knows of no reason for his 
leaving. The couple had . been get- 
ting along well together: and there 
was no Intimation by Webb that he 
had any intention of leaving. 


According the reports he came to 


New 
Castle something over six 


months ago, deposited about $90 in 
a local bank, left the bank book and 
departed for parts unknown. It is 
said that he went from New Castle 
to Youngstown, O. How this is 
known has not been learned, but it

fense all testified to Dasco's "quiet 
and well behaved" manner. As to 
the gun and cartridges taken from 
him at the time of the arrest, Das- 
co testified he bought the gun for 
his own "protection", and denied 
having shot ,the weapon at any 
time. 
• J. W. Johnson, star state witness, 
testified he was certain Dasco was 
the man he saw running from the 
mill yard the night Kochendarfer 
and William Messer were shot dovyn 
at the plant entrance.

On an oak tree that shadows 
the ancient court house of Jack- 
son county, a mob of several 
hundred north Florida farmers 
early today handed the lifeless, 
bnllet-rlflfllea and horribly mu- 
tilated 
body of Claude Neal, 


young negro farmhand. 
Claude had broken the No. 1 law 


of the southland. He confessed vio- 
lating a young white girl us she 
went through her fathers fields to 
feed their hogs. Then, as she lay 
helpless 
and semi-conscious, 
the 


negro slew the girl, beating in her 
head with a hammer. 
They took the negro's life on the 


tanks of the Chipoln river, not far 
from Greenwood, near vhere the 
dead girl, Lola Cannidy, lived. 
First they mutilated him. Then. 


In the glow of a woodland bonfire, 
the farmers filled the dying negro's 
body with lead from dozens of pis- 
tols and shotguns. 
Afterward the body was carried 


to thp nearby Cannidy farm. 


"Here he is. come out and get 


him," a mob leader shouted. 
The 
Cannidy family — father, 


mother and eight brothers and sis- 
,ers of the slain girl, her uncles and 
'aunts—filed out. 
The women stared in sullen si- 


lence. The children shouted shrill 
Imprecations and kicked the pi-one 
body. 
Several kinsmen shot into 


the body. 
Then the mutilated negro was 


slung 
into 
an 
automobile and 


brought to Marianna, six miles away. 


A rope was fastened around his 


neck and willing hands hoisted the 
body into the tree. 
The lynching had been expected. 


Governor Sholtz offered to send 
troops to prevent it If 
Jackson 


county authorities would request 
them, but Sheriff Chambliss said he 
"felt he could handle the situa- 
tion". 
Yesterday morning before dawn 
a 
hundred 
grim-faced 
farmers, 


shotguns slung across their knees, 
sped to Brewton, Ala., a hundred 
miles away, where the negro had 
been spirited for safekeeping. 


They surrounded the jail. 
"We've come after Claude Neal. 


»rf you better let us have him 
without any trouble," they qifietly 
told the jailers. 
They got Neal and carried him 


»way. 
All day long they bumped over 


rutty south Alabama and North 
Florida roads, through the wilds of 
a backwoods, t h i n l y populated 
countryside. 


At the jail the mob said they 


•were taking Neal back "to let the 
girl's lather handle him".

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RAILROAD HISTORY 


R 


AILROAD history was made when A Union Pacific streamline 


diesel-powered train pulled into New York City two and one- 


• third days after leaving Los Angeles. 
^ 
Railroading is entering upon a new era which may prove 


the most prosperous in the history of this form of travel. Charges 
that the railroads were laggard in adopting modem methods to 
combat new and faster competition 'are bearing fruit m the ap- 
pearance of a new tempo in the offices of the big roads. 


The Union Pacific train, which now holds all transcontin- 


ental records for speed, is constructed of- aluminum and has a 
•rross weight of four tons per passenger, as contrasted to 160 
tons per passenger gross weight of the old trains. This is mak- 
"ing progress with a vengeance. 


Will the day come when transcontinental air pilots will 


'watch streamline trains pulling away from them? This is a possi- 
bility though it may now seem remote. The train which has jubi 
covered the distance from Los Angeles to New York in little 
more than two days, attained a speed of 120 miles an hour m 
Nebraska. Such speed would be possible on the entire-coast-to- 
coast run were the tracks straight, the grades easy. 


THE BONUS SITUATION 


Disregarding the wishes of the President as expressed in his Roan- 


oke address, the American Legion Convention insists upon the imme- 
diate payment in cash of the veterans' adjusted service certificates, other- 
wise known as the bonus. 


The payment includes cancellation of accrued interest on sums bor- 


rowed against the face value of' the certificates and restoration of in- 
terest already paid on loans: The amount involved, according to Legion 


• estimates, is upward of two billion dollars. . 


The attitude-of the veterans is this:^The Government is "com- 


•mitted to the policy o£ spending additional sums of.money for the pur- 
: pose of hastening recovery." and they want, their share. They argue that 
'the distribution of the billions would "increase tremendously the pur- 
' chasing power of millions of consumers." It is quite true that in many 
instances there would be temporary relief and that accumulated taxes, 
house ^nts, bills at the- stores might be satisfied, but as a factor m in- 
creasing industry and business the bonus would probably not have the 
effect its protagonists anticipate. 


The President has objected to it on the ground that the veterans 


are already a privileged class, and that the first duty is to the unprivil- 
eged who are without food and clothing, a duty which the World War 
soldiers, he 'contends, should recognize. He is "appalled by the mag- 
nitude of our task." But the Legion doesn't see eye to eye with him. 
What it does see are the billions going out everywhere, the undeserving 
sharing with the deserving, and waste and extravagance in evidence. 


Demands of the convention add to the perplexities of the Presi- 


dent. It may be anticipated that Congress will yield to them, even, per- 
haps, to the extent of overriding a veto. In this event the question would 
arise, where are the two billions and more coming from? Are they to 
be piled upon the already stupendous public debt or are they to be ob- 
tained from taxation, or through a resort to inflation? 


The action of the Legion throws more problems into the existing 


heap.

wise known as the bonus. 


The payment includes cancellation of accrued interest on sums bor- 


rowed against the face value of the certificates and restoration of in- 


'. terest already paid on loans: The amount involved, according to Legion 


• estimates, is upward of two billion dollars. 
.! 
The attitude-of the veterans is this:_The Government is "com- 


- mitted to the policy of spending additional sums of money for the pur- 
pose of hastening recovery," and they want their share. They argue that 


! the distribution of the billions would "increase tremendously the pur- 
chasing power of millions of consumers." It is quite true that in many 


.instances there would be temporary relief and that accumulated taxes, 


house rents, bills at the stores might be satisfied, but as a factor in in- 
creasing industry and business the bonus would probably not have the 
effect its protagonists anticipate. 


The President has objected to it on the ground that the 'veterans 


are already a privileged class, and that the first duty is to the unprivil- 
eged who are without food and clothing, a duty which the World Wai- 
soldiers, he contends, should recognize. He is "appalled by the mag- 
nitude of our task." But the Legion doesn't see eye to eye with him. 
What it does see are the billions going out everywhere, the undeserving 
sharing with the deserving, and waste and extravagance in evidence. 


Demands of the convention add to the perplexities of the Presi- 


dent. It may be anticipated that Congress will yield to them, even, per- 
haps, to the extent of overriding a veto. In this event the question would 
arise, where are the two billions and more coming from? Are they to 
be piled upon the already stupendous public debt or are they to be ob- 
tained from taxation, or through a resort to inflation? 


The action of the Legion throws more problems into the existing

On this 
date N. J. De Wet, one-time cabi- 
net member, rose in rebellion in the 
Orange Free State and simultane- 
ously Gen. Christian Beyers and 
Maj. J. Kemp were in revolt in the 
Transnaal. Their object was to put 
into effect the plan of the martyred 
Gen. Jacobus De La Key to break 
away from the British empire and 
'set up the Independent republic that 
had been thwarted by the .Anglo- 
Boer war. 


Altogether 10,000 men Joined in 


the armed rebellion, while the num- 
ber of their sympathizers was 'con- 
siderable. 
In their ranks were 


three members of parliament. There 
was no doubt of their sympathy with 
the German cause, their friendliness 
toward the Kaiser. 


It was the anniversary of the pub- 


lication in 1908 of the Kaiser's his- 
toric interview with the correspond- 
ent of the London Daily Telegraph, 
in which he said the British- were 
"mad as March hares" not to rec- 
ognize his friendship, and that he 
was In a minority in a land "not 
friendly 
to 
England." 
Without 


soothing British fears, it caused an 
outcry in Germany, a public re- 
pudiation by Chancellor Bu'.ow. 


One of the Kaiser's close kinsmen, 


Grand Duke Alexander, tells us that 
Wilhelm's animosity toward Eng- 
land, his perennial desire to grab 
the British by the throat, were fed 
not by his envy of the power of their 
ovearseas empire but by a purely 
personal hatred for his London un- 
cle."It is terrifying to think that the 
World war could have been pps.tpon- 
ed for at least another generation 
and millions of lives saved had the 
Kaiser been willing in his dealing 
with Great Britain to overlook his 
memories of King Edward VII., He 
hated all that pertained to Uncle 
Bertie. 
. "Any cue else of lesser sincerity 
would have managed to draw n line 
between the 200 pounds of. King Ed- 
ward and the 450 million subjects of 
the British empire, but drawing 
lines was not the gift of the Orator

Tells How Kings Chapel 


Church Was Organized 


King's Chapel church on the Pul- 


aski road, derived its name not from 
any reference to His Majesty the 
King of England, but from the fact 
that the first church was built on 
the property of a man named King, 
according to Rev. Samuel Maitland. 


Back in 1800 William Richards, a 


member and licensed preacher of 
the Methodjst 
Episcopal 
church 


moved from Center County to what 
is now Lawrence County and settled 
on a farm. He commenced holding 
religious services in his r-ome which 
were attended by Mr. and Mrs. Ro- 
jert Simonton, Mr. and Mrs." Arthur 
CJb.enoi.7lth, Mary Ray and nachel 
Fisher, Mr. and Mrs. John Burns, 
Mr. and Mrs. Michael Carman, Mr.. 
and Mrs. Philip Painter arid Kebecca

Most everyone blames Terry for 
allowing the Cards to win but why 
not admit, as seems to be the case, 
t hat St. Louis was a better team and 
th a t Terry worked wonders with 
only a mediocre team by landing a 
first and second in two years. 
Now th a t the world’s champion­ 
ship glitter has been washed off the 
G iant players let’s have a look at 
the cold facts the averages show 
about most of the New' Yorkers. 
We’ll omit Moore, Ott. and Terry 
since their playing is of champion­ 
ship calibre. 
Schumacher 
and 
Hubbell 
a r e 
stars, also but overwork resulted in 
a collaspe in their mound work. 
These two bore the brunt of the 
. mound work both sessions and it 
finally got the best of them last 
month. Overwork will get the best 
of any athlete; Carl and Hal worked

m ents many times. 
Hughie Critz is a fine fielder but 
nobody was ever heard to say he 
was a heavy sticker.

in the outfield Terry spent the 
entire season 
experimenting trith 
Watkins, W eintraub, and Leiber but 
never found a capable middle gar­ 
dener. And in addition catcher Gus 
Mancuso’s .248 average didn’t help 
the batting m ark of the Giants. 
The G iants did well, both in 1933 
and 1934, because they had a good 
pitching staff featuring two stars 
and and two remarkable batters in 
Terry and Ott.

TERRY'S WANING POPULARITY 
After 
Bill Terry landed 
the 
•world's 
championship 
with 
the 


' Giants in 1933, he was called one of 
baseball's miracle men because he 
had done something the critics had 
previously predicted would be im- 
possible. But after the 1934 season 
Manager Bill has been about as 
popular as weeds in a tomato patch 
s)l because he came in second when 
the same critics handed him the 
pennant unanimously. 


Most everyone blames Terry for 
allowing the 'Cards to win but why 
not admit, as seems to be the case, 
that St. Louis was a better team and 
that "Terry worked wonders with 
only s. mediocre team by landing a 
first and second in two years. 


Now that the world's champion- 
ship glitter has been washed off the 
Giant players let's have a look at 
the cold facts the averages show 
about most of the New Yorkers. 
We'll omit Moore, Ott. and Terry j 
since their playing is of champion- 
ship calibre. 
•' Schumacher and Hubbell are 
.Ttars, also but overwork resulted in 
a collaspe in their mound work. 
These two bore the brunt. of the 


. mound work both sessions and it 
finally got the best of them last 
month. Overwork will get the best 
'of any athlete; Carl and Hal worked 
__oftener than their regular assign- 
ments many times. 


Hughie Critz is a fine fielder but 
nobody, was ever heard to say he 
•was a heavy sticker. He batted only 
.24g-.in.1933 and a little below that 
mark this year. Blondy Ryan be- 


- 
came famous because lie sent an in- 
spirational telegram to Terry. Tele- 
grams don't make ball players but 
that one probably was a lot more to 
talk about'than Blondy's .238 bat- 
ting mark. 


Vergez couldn't field.and his bat- 
ting went from bad'to worse. Jack- 
son was good .when his knees were 
capable of moving him around' but 
he was on the sidelines as often as 
he was able to play. So Terry had 
three players for short and third 
but none of them were even aver- 
age players. 
Jackson, an invalid, 
Ryan, a good fielder but the weakest 
hitter, and Vergez, erratic in the 
Held and at bat, made up half tlie 
Infield. 


In the outfield Terry spent the 
entire season 
experimenting with 
Watkins/ Weintraub, and Leiber but 
never found a capable middle gar- 
dener. And in addition catcher Gus 
Mancuso's .2'48 average didn't help 
the batting mark of the Giants 


The Giants did well, both in 1933 
»nd 1934, because they had a good 


. 
pitching staff featuring two stars 
and and two' remarkable batters in 
Terry and Ott. They were woefully 
•n-eak in other departments but made 


. up these deficiencies with smart 
team play. 
Then Hubbell, Schu- 
macher, and Ott cracked and the 
team was lost in a fog. 


Now, when the Giants are men- 


tioned by the Hot • Stove leaguers 
the chief topic is the brutal man- 


ner in which the conceited Terr 
has broken the spirit of such player 
as Ryan, Schumacher, Hubbell, am 
others. That is quite a contrast t 
what was. said when Terry had a 
championship outfit breezing along 
in first place. At that time Terr, 
was called an able manager -,vh 
wasn't above holding a conversatior 
with his players when a technics 
decision had to be made in a game 


Granting that Terry has become 
a manager who shames a playei 
into being good, I see no reaso: 
why they should toss-away a pen- 
nant. • Nobody ever said McGraw 
wasn't a good manager and he 
could tongue lash 
a player fai 
better than Terry ever shall be able 
to do it. 


And who managed the team that 
beat out the Giants 
this year? 


None other than Frankie Prisch 
the man who is supposed to follow 
the McGraw system closer than 
anyone else. The Cards didn't fold 
up when the Deans were told the> 
could go fishing in Florida. 


Compare St. Louis and New York 


man for man, and the Cards look 
more formidable than the Giants 
which, to me, is reason enough 
for winning the pennant. 
If a 
winner looks stronger than 
its 


opponent I'll look no further into 
/he losers' managerial difficulties to 
find a reason for its defeat. 


T e r r y should be commended 
rather then condemned for-landing 
second place with .a team that had 
four regulars batting below .2Eu: 
And the .players,' including the .250 
batters should be complimented for 
their smart baseball which has, for 
two seasons, landed them above 
other teams 
potentially 
stronger 
than they.

FEED PULLETS PLENTY AFTER 


LAYING STARTS 


Pullets properly finished before 


production starts and fed to gain 
weight after they stare to lay are 
not likely to go into a molt in the 
fall or early winter. 


One hundred pullets should eat 


about 25 pounds of feed daily. The 
proportion of grain to 
mash 
will 


vary. Although it is a common be- 
lief that pullets should eat more 
grain than mash during the fall 
and winter, the total amount of feed 
consumed is the important thing to 
consider. 


It is a desirable practice to mark, 


\vith colored leg bands, 
a dozen 


average pullets and then 
weigh 


these birds each week to determine 
how body weight 
Ls being main- 


tained. 


Artificial lighting will aid in hold- 


ing pullets in production. However, 
lights probably should be withheld 
until production begins to slacken 
later in the fall. Wet mash can be 
used best during 
colder 
weather 


when feed consumption drops. 


TAKE CARE OF SPRAYER TO 


SAVE LATER TROtTBLE 


Some types of farm machinery 


can be pulled into the implement 
sricd at the end of the season's work 
and left until the following year 
without any damaging results, but 
this is not true of spraying equip- 
ment. The different 
parts of' a 


spray pump — cylinders, plungers, 
valves—are fitted with exact pre- 
cision. Lack of care in storing may 
result in rust, corrosion, 
freezing, 


and injury to essential parts. 


The first step in preparing the 


sprayer for winter storage should 
be that of flushing 
all 
working 


parts, such as the tank, pump, hose 
and pipe connections, with clean 
•water. After this operation is com- 
pleted, be sure that 
all working 
parts are thoroughly drained. 


Oil is the best insurance against 


rust and corrosion; therefore, the 
next step is that of pumping crank- 
case oil, which has been strained 
to remove any filings, through- the 
•working parts. This operation can

be facilitated by placing a pan un- 
der the lead pipe in the tank. Since 
rubber is very susceptible to rotting 
when in cpnact with oil, it is best to 
remove rubber hose connections or 
flush them out thoroughly, after the 
above operation. 


All adjustment connections should 


be properly oiled to facilitate 
ad- 


justment and operation the follow- 
ing season. Nozzles and spray guns 
should be carefully 
cleaned with 


gasoline or kerosene and then well 
greased or oiled. 


As soon as possible after the sea- 


son's spraying is completed is the 
time to take care of this work. 
It 


does not pay to wait until after rust 
and corrosion have commenced or 
freezing weather has cracked the 
engine or pump. 


STOKE VEGETABLES FOR USE 


LATER IN WINTER 


Cabbage and root crops from the 


garden can be stored safely for use 
later in the \~inter. 


Harvested 
just 
before 
freezing 


weather, cabbage should be stored 
where 
the 
temperature 
can 
be 


maintained between freezing and 40 
degrees Fahrenheit. 
Only mature, 


sound heads should, be placed 
in 


storage after the outside leaves and 
stems are removed. 


A cellar with dirt floor, a barrel 


pit, or an ordinary pit may be used. 
The pit Should not be over four feet 
high nor the cellar bin over 4 by 4 
feet. A 2-inch air space should be 
left around the bin if that is used. 


A well-drained place is best for 


j the outdoor pit. Two or three rows 
of heads can be placed on straw or 
leaves. Then the inverted V-shaped 
pile can be covered with straw or 
leaves and enough soil to prevent 
freezing. All stems and roots should 
be removed so that they will not 
protrude through the covering. 


Medium-sized, young roots of the 


various root crops are best for stor- 
age. The tops should be removed, 
but trimming and washing are un- 
necessary. 
These crops .•should be 


harvested 
just 
before 
freezing 


weather and kept as near this tem- 
perature as possible in storage. 
Enough moisture to prevent shrivel- 
ing in storage is necessary." 


Small quantities, of the root crops 


may be stored in .boxes and barrels 
..with sand, soil, or leaves around the 
sides and a layer on top. They 
should be placed in a cool place and 
the soil or sand kept moist. Old 
milk cans may be used without the 
soil or sand covering, if the lid is 
put in place. 


The barrel pit is ideal for root 


crops. It may be placed horizontal- 
ly on the side of a bank or in well- 
drained soil. Soil around the sides 
will hold the barrel in place. After 
filling the barrel, the head should 
be put in place and all covered with 
straw, leaves, or dried weeds, fol- 
lowed by a layer of soil. As the 
weather becomes colder, additional 
layers of soil and straw or leaves 
will be needed. 


If a house cellar is used there 


should be a dirt floor to 
prevent 


drying out and ttie room should be 
insulated to keep it from becoming 
too warm.

BLACK LOCUST GROWS GOOD 


POSTS QUICKLY 


Black locust is • .popular 
with 


Pennsylvania farmers and the sup- 
ply is seldom large enough to fill 
all demands. 
The old adage "the 
early bird gets the worm" applies to 
locust seedlings. 
The early orders 


get the trees. 


Locust is valuable for both fence 


posts and fire wood; As a post, it 
has been reported "to last longer in 
the ground than any other native 
wood. For fuel wood, a cord of dry 
locust is equivalent in .heat value 
to a ton of coal. ' ' 


It requires a comparatively short 


time to grow trees to useful size. A 
locust planting of 1,000 seedlings 
should yield a bountiful supply of 
post timber in 15 to 20 years after 
planting.

POSTS QUICKLY 
Black 
locust 
is 
popular 
with 
Pennsylvania farmers and the sup­ 
ply is seldom large enough to fill 
all demands. 
The old adage “the 
early bird gets the worm” applies to 
locust seedlings. 
The early orders 
get the trees. 
Locust is valuable for both fence 
posts and fire wood. As a post, it 
has been reported to last longer in 
the ground than any other native 
wood. For fuel wood, a cord of dry 
locust is equivalent in heat value 
to a ton of coal. 
It requires a comparatively short 
time to grow trees to useful size. A 
locust planting of 1,000 seedlings 
should yield a bountiful supply of 
post timber in 15 to 20 years after 
planting.
